TC^day we are intro du ced to two o f 
the wo rst king s in all the histo ry o f 
the ten tribes, Omri and Ahab. Of the 
fo rmer it is written that he wro u g ht 
ev il in the ey es o f the Lo rd and did 
wo rse than all that were befo re him, 
and o f the latter it is written that he did 
ev il in the sig ht o f the Lo rd abo v e all 
that were befo re him and did mo re to 
pro v o ke the Lo rd Go d o f Israel to an 
g er than all the king s o f Israel that 
were befo re him (v erses 25, 30, 33). 
W hat a reco rd o f increasing iniqu ity 
and ho w g reat the lo ng su ffering o f 
Jeho v ah that co u ld bear with it! Bu t 
we mu st co nsider that ev er since the 
serpent tempted Ev e, and ho w mu ch 
lo ng er we do no t kno w, Go d has pa­ 
tiently bo rne with the dev il and 'will 
co ntinu e to bear with him till the time 
of Rev . x x , 1-3. 
While there is no 
ho pe fo r that g reat adv ersary rev ealed 
in Scriptu re, as to men it is written 
that the Lo rd is lo ng su ffering to ward 
u s, no t willing that any sho u ld per­ 
ish, bu t that all sho u ld co me to re­ 
pentance (II Pet. iii. 9). 
The g reatest sinner may be sav ed if 
he will o nl3* tu rn fro m his sin to Go d, 
bu t fo r all who will no t tu rn there is 
nau g ht bu t the flaming tire and v eng e­ 
ance o f II Thess. i, 8, 9, the lake 
which bu rneth with fire and brimsto ne 
of Rev . x x i, 8. If any will no t receiv e 
the tru th Go d will let them believ e a 
lie, and fo r all who will no t bo w to 
the wo rd o f Go d there is no mo rning 
for them (II Thess. ii, 11, 12; Isa. v iii, 
120. marg in and R. V.). In all the his­ 


to ry ""o f "the ten tribes there was no t! 
one ru ler who feared the Lo rd, bu t all 
j 
walked in the way o f Jero bo am, the j 
son o f Nabat, who made Israel to sin I 
(v erses 20, 31). 
Du ring the fo rty -o ne y ears o f the 
reig n o f Asa o v er Ju dah, who was o n 
the who le a g o o d king and mo st o f the , 
time did rig ht in the sig ht o f the Lo rd, 
six o f the king s o f the ten tribes either 
reig ned o r beg an to reig n, and each 
o ne is mentio ned by name in co nnec­ 
tio n with the y ear o f Asa's reig n when 
he beg an to reig n (x v , 25, 2S, 33; x v i, 
8 , 10, 15, 23, 29). 
No less than eig ht 
times do we find Asa mentio ned in 
co nnectio n with the names o f these 
king s, and it is to me su g g estiv e o f 
the wheat and tares o f o ne o f o u r 
Lo rd’s parables, co ncerning which lie 
said, “Let bo th g ro w to g ether till the 
harv est.” In this ease it was no t diffi­ 
cu lt to disting u ish the rig hteo u s fro m 
the wicked, bu t o ften we canno t tell 
here, wheat and tares in so me stag es 
o f g ro wth lo o k so mu ch alike. 
The wicked pro sper, are no t in tro u ­ 
ble like o ther men. they are pro u d and 
lo fty and v ery o ften die peacefu lly (Ps. 
lx x iii, 2-12), and Asaph is no t the o nly 
o ne perplex ed thereby . The rig hteo u s 
and the wicked die. and o ften their 
bo dies lie side by side in the cemetery , 
and where is the difference? The u p­ 
rig ht shall hav e do minio n o v er them in 
the mo rning cf the first resu rrectio n, 
when o nly the bo dies o f the rig hteo u s 
shall rise fro m the dead (Ps. x lix , 14). 
When we retu rn with Christ then shall 
we mo re fu lly discern between the 
rig hteo u s and the wicked, between him 
that serv eth Go d and him that serv eth 
Him no t (Mai. iii, 18). 
Ru lers like Omri and Ahab will flo u r­ 
ish g reatly at the end o f this ag e u nder 
the patro nag e o f the antichrist and 
his co mpanio n the false pro phet who 
will no t hesitate to blaspheme Go d and 
His name and make war with the 
Lamb and Ilis peo ple, bu t they shall 
be su ddenly o v erthro wn (Rev . x iii; 
x v ii, 14; x ix , 19, 20). 
Then shall be 
fu lly fu lfilled that which had a fu lfill­ 
ment when Christ was here in hu milia­ 
tio n; “Why do the natio ns rag e and 
the peo ple imag ine a v ain thing ? The 
kings o f the earth set themselv es, and 
the ru lers take co u nsel to g ether ag ainst 
the Lo rd and ag ainst His ano inted.” 
The Lo rd shall hav e them in deri­ 
sio n, speak u nto them in His wrath, 


and His king Hi Zio n shall break tEem 
with a ro d o f iro n and dash them in 
pieces like a po tter’s v essel (Ps. ii). 
“The lo fty lo o ks o f man shall be hu m­ 
bled, and the hau g htiness o f men shall 
be bo wed do wn; and the Lo rd alo ne 
shall be ex alted in that day .’’ 
“Fo r 
the Lo rd o f ho sts hath pu rpo sed it, to 
stain the pride o f all g lo ry and to bring 
into co ntempt all the ho no rable o f the 
j 
earth” (Isa. ii, 11, 17 ; x x iii, 9). 
This 
wo man Jezabel, who m Ahab married 
and o f who se desperate wickedness we 
shall hear mo re in fu tu re lesso ns, re­ 
minds u s o f ano ther Jezabel o f Rev . 
ii, 20-23, so me o f who se relativ es are 
working g reat mischief and leading 
many astray in o u r o wn day . 
This 
form of iniqu ity will be co nsu mmated 
in the wo man o f Rev . x v ii, Baby lo n 
the g reat, and g reat will be her o v er­ 
thro w bo th as a sy stem and a city . 
As tru ly as the ten tribes were car­ 
ried away into captiv ity becau se o f 
their sin after Go d had bo rne lo ng 
with them so su rely will Go d pu nish 
the wo rld fo r their ev il and the wicked 
fo r their iniqu ity in the jlay o f His 
fierce ang er (Isa. x iii, 9-13). A stro ng 
wo rd o f warning fo r ev ery indiv idu al 
sinner is fo u nd in Pro v . x x ix , 1, “He 
that, being o ften repro v ed, hardeneth 
his neck shall su ddenly 
be destroy ed, 
and that witho u t remedv .** 


ens instead o f streng thens o u r charac­ 
ters, as do all su ch reso lu tio ns that are 
no t carried o u t. 
Bpt if we had said, “I will, 
begin­ 
ning to : 
>>w mo rning and fo r at 
least o ne mo nth, spend fifteen minu tes 
in pray er and meditatio n,” we sho u ld 
be much mo re likely to carry 
out our 
reso lv e, and at the end o f the mo nth 
we sho u ld be ready to jo in the Co m­ 
rades o f the Qu iet Ho u r and perhaps 
make o u r reso lu tio n effectiv e fo r the 
rest of the y ear and the rest of our 
liv es as well.—Francis E. Clark, D. D.

Topic.—The law of prev ailing pray er.— 
Mark x i, 20-¿ 3. 
(Led by the pray er m eet­ 
ing com m ittee.) 
Edited by Rev . Sherman 
H. Doy le, D. D. 
Tlier^ are many elem en ts co mbined 
that enter into prev ailing pray er, and 
y et when they are all lo o ked at fro m 
the pro per stand point they all merg e 
in so me way into the o ne g reat law o f 
prev ailing 
pray er — Faith. 
Persev er­ 
ance is a characteristic o f prev ailing 
pray er. 
Jaco b receiv ed an answer to 
his pray er becau se he persev ered. All 
nig ht he wrestled with the ang el o f 
Go d, declaring , “ I will no t let thee g o , 
ex cept tho u bless me,” 
Bu t what led 
Jaco b and what leads o thers to per­ 
sev ere in pray er u ntil they are su c­ 
cessful but faith? If their faith were 
weak they wo u ld so o n g iv e u p if the 
answer did no t speedily co me. 
Bu t 
their u nwav ering faith in Go d and their 
firm belief that He can and will an­ 
swer their petitio n keeps them pray ing 
until the answer comes. 
Humility is a trait of prev ailing pray ­ 
er. 
Yet humility succeeds through 
faith. 
The faith of the humble in a 
great and all powerful God, though 
they themselv es be poor and unworthy , 
leads God to grant their requests. The 
publican could not ev en raise his ey es 
to heav en; but, in spite of recognizing 
his own sinfulness, he had faith in 
God’s willingness to pardon ev en the 
greatest of sinners, and after his hum­ 
ble pray er to 
Almighty 
God 
“ he 
went down to his house justified.” God 
had heard his pray er and been “ mer­ 
ciful to him, a sinner.” 
Righteousness is another factor in 
prev ailing pray er. The man who liv es 
a righteous life has the ear of God. 
y et upon what is his righteousness 
based ex cept faith? He liv es right be- 
j cause he believ es in God. If he did 
j not believ e he would pay no attention 
j to -what would to him simply be called 
| the laws of God. If there were no God 
| there could be no laws of God. There- 
; fore the fact that he keeps God’s laws 
prov es his faith in God and is the 
cause of his success in pray er. 
This law of faith as the supreme ele­ 
ment in prev ailing pray er is constant­ 
ly emphasized by Christ. On His way 
to Bethany one ev ening He cursed a 
fig tree bacause it gav e sign's of hav ing 
fruit, but had none. The nex t morning 
on Ilis return with His disciples the 
tree was dead. Feter called this fact 
to his attention, and J esus replied, 
“ Hav e faith in God.” Faith in God is 
the supreme element of answered 
pray ers. 
Moreov er, 
this success in 
pray er depends not upon the quantity 
of the faith, but the quality . It is only 
real, 
genuine 
faith 
that 
prev ails. 
There must not be a doubt in the 
heart. 
“ Therefore I say unto y ou,” 
say s Christ, “ what things soev er y e 
desire when y e pray , believ e that y e 
receiv e them, and y e shall hav e them.” 
This is the law laid down by Christ, 
and His laws nev er fail in the fulfill­ 
ment.

HE chief interest o f Americans | 
in the recent British'électio ns 
and in the new* parliament 
rests in the fact that they 
pro mise to end the v eto po wer o f the 
ho u se o f lo rds and in the near fu tu re 
to bring abo u t so me measu re o f Irish 
ho me ru le. 
In this aspect the v icto ry 
for pro g ressiv e principles is the mo st 
impo rtant in mo re than a g eneratio n. 
The limitatio n o f the lo rds’ v eto has 
been the dream o f British radicals 
since the day s o f Jo hn Brig ht. 
Irish 
ho me ru le has been in issu e since the 
time o f Gladsto ne. 
Two parliamentary electio ns o ccu r­ 
red du ring 1910, bo th o f them resu lt­ 
ing in Liberal v icto ries. The issu e in 
the first was the Llo y d-Geo rg e bu dg et. 
The peers rejected this, and the g o v ­ 
ernment appealed to the co u ntry . The 
resu lt o f the po lling was that the Lib­ 
erals, the Labo rites and the Irish Na­ 
tio nalists to g ether had a majo rity o f 
124 in the ho u se o f co mmo ns. The new 
parliament ng ain passed the bu dg et, 
and the lo rds assented, it being o ne o f 
the pro v isio ns o f the u nwritten Brit­ 
ish co nstitu tio n that after the v o ters 
hav e appro v ed a bill o nce rejected in 
the u pper ho u se that bo dy mu st bo w 
to the will o f the natio n and permit 
the measu re to beco me a law. 
Peers Lo se Appeal. 
The death o f King Edward and the 
accessio n o f Geo rg e V. interru pted the 
fu rther pro g ram o f the Liberals fo r a 
time, bu t last fall the g o v ernment pro ­ 
po sed a bill depriv ing the lo rds o f the 


the v eto po wer the ro ad will be clear­ 
ed fo r an Irish parliament at Dublin. 
It was the lo rds who defeated lioma 
ru le In Gladsto ne’s day . 
No w’, more 
than Pen y ears *after the g reat co m­ 
mo ner’s death, the lo rds themselv es 
are to be depriv ed o f po wer and home 
ru le is to triu mph. 
The sto ne 
they 
rejected beco mes no t o nly the head of 
the co rner, bu t g rinds them to powder. 
There is no t a little po etic ju stice In 
the o u tco me, and the o nly pity is 
that 
Mr. Gladsto ne is no t aliv e to see 
the 
triu mph <jf his cau se. 
Campaign Was Bitter. 
It has been a lo ng time since Eng­ 
land has passed thro u g h so bitter and 
abu siv e a campaig n. 
With the elec­ 
tio n o v er the v itu peratio n is redo u bled. 
The baffled To ries are making all sorts 
of threats, ev en to civ il war in Ire­ 
land. 
They hint that Geo rg e Y. will 
stand in the way o f the hu miliatio n of 
the peers, bu t the Liberals reto rt that 
| the king is v irtu ally pledg ed to bo w 
1 to the will o f the peo ple as his father 
and g randmo ther did befo re him. 
As 
a matter o f fact he canno t help him- 
I self. 
Charles I. was practically the 
j last king who tried to o ppo se (be will 
1 o f the natio n, and his fate has been a 
J deterrent to o ther mo narchs who held 
| similar abso lu tist ideas. 
If there is 
o ne fact clear in Great Britain it Is 
that the peo ple ru le, and the ho u se 
of 
co mmo ns is the v o ice o f the peo ple. 
Three o ther 
issu es that were in­ 
v o lv ed in the Eng lish campaig n 
are 
o f interest to Americans. One o f these 
is pro tectio n. The To ries, o r Unio nists

permanent v eto on all measures. In a 
conference between the representativ es 
of the two houses there was a failure 
to reach an agreement, and parliament 
W’as once more dissolv ed for an appeal 
to the country . 
The resultant elec­ 
tion, the one just held, gav e the Lib 
eral coalition a net gain of one, mak­ 
ing the majority 126, thus assuring 
the passage of the anti-v ote bill as 
originally framed by the gov ernment 
And passed by the commons. 
There are those who profess that 
ev en though commanded to do so by 
the nation the lords will not pass the 
measure, but such persons are not in­ 
formed as to British traditions/ If the 
upper house should refuse the gov ern­ 
ment through the king would simply 
create enough new peers to command 
a majority in the body . 
As a matter 
of fact, the mere possession of the 
power to create these new peers is" 
enough. It seldom or nev er has to be 
ex ercised. 
There is no power in England, be it 
that of king or parliament or courts, 
that dares to stand in the way of the 
popular will when it is thus clearly 
ex pressed on a definite proposition. 
The British people hav e said that the 
lords’ v eto must go, and go it will. 
This is a foregone conclusion. 
The most that the Tories can seek is 
compromise. Already they hav e agreed 
to abolish hereditary membership in 
the house of peers and to make the 
body in effect electiv e. 
That is not 
enough to satisfy the Liberals, how­ 
ev er. 
They are willing to leav e the 
chamber as it is, but are determined 
to depriv e It of power. And, hav ing 
been approv ed by the nation twice 
within the y ear, they will hav e their 
way . 
Home Rule Now Possible. 
As for home rule, it will go through 
following the v eto bill or may ev en 
accompany that measure. 
The Irish 
Nationalists hav e the balance of pow­ 
er and are In a position to force the 
Issue. 
Moreov er, 
prac 
Hy 
ev ery 
member of the gov ernment is already 
pledged to home rule. 
It is asserted 
In some quarters that Premier Asquith 
has grown restiv e under the dictation 
of J ohn E. Redmond, the leader of the 
Nationalists, bnt ev en Asquith has 
pledged himself to home rule. At one 
meeting when asked point blank if it 
was the intention of the gov ernment 
to prov ide some measnse of home rule 
he answered, “ It Is.” 
With the house of lords depriv ed of 


as they now call themselv es, took up 
the protectionist issue. 
Since forced 
on them by J oseph Chamberlain it has 
been rejected by the British people for 
three succesisv e elections just as it has 
been rejected whenev er brought for­ 
ward ev er since the passage of the corn 
laws. 
Referendum Is Applauded. 
The second question resulted from 
the tariff. Arthur J . Ralfour, the Un­ 
ionist leader, proposed to submit the 
tariff to a referendum. 
The audience 
which heard this proposal recognised 
it as a master stroke and leaped to its 
feet in a mighty cheer. 
Now we in 
America are also grappling with this 
same question of a referendum to the 
people on all important laws. 
That 
the Tory party in England would ev en 
consider so radical a measure shows 
how fast the world is mov ing. 
Tfie third issue was “ American dol­ 
lars.” Because Redmond raised a cam­ 
paign fund in the states our poor heads 
were belabored from Dublin to Edin­ 
burgh and back again. 
Against this 
cry 
the 
Liberals 
and 
Nationalists 
raised a counter one concerning the 
peers who had married American heir­ 
esses. So our dollars were abused and 
lambasted from both sides.

Once the most popular politician in 
South Carolina, Tillman has been os­ 
tracised since he killed Gonzales, who 
was unarmed. 
Although acq uitted by 
a jury , he has never been acq uitted by 
the public. 
Tillman sought 
to enter 
the m inistry in 19 04, but the chuEfch 
barred him. His wife left him and he 
was stricken with the illness from 
which he is dy ing. He is a nephew o f 
Senator Ben Tillman and son of George 
D. Tillman, who was a representative 
in congress. 


The City’s Chief Street Ripped Op 
From End to End. 


Gary , Ind., Jan. 20.—The city of Gary 
is in the throes of a traction war. At 
one time, with 300 men at work on the 
streets, the heads of rival companies 
were running from place to place to 
get injunctions and counter injunc­ 
tions from judges of the local counts. 
The Gary and Interurban company un­ 
dertook to build two and a half miles 
of road through the city , using Broad­ 
way for its line, while the Gary and 
Southern Traction line tried to place 
obstacles in the way till the courts 
could interfere.

In Suppo rting a Reso lutio n to Fo rce 
Ballinger Out o f the Cabinet, Sena­ 
to rs Fletcher and Purcell Gro w Elo ­ 
quent—Senato r Bev eridge Raises a 
Query — Po sto ffice Eco no mies and 
Canal Fo rtificatio n in Ho use. 


W ashington* 
Jan. 
20. — Senator 
Fletcher of Florida addressed the sen­ 
ate in su p p ort of the resolu tion of his 
colleagu e, Senator Pu rcell of North 
Dakota, declaring that Secretary Bal­ 
linger shou ld be forced ou t of office. 
The two senators-, constitu ted the mi­ 
nority members of the senate member­ 
ship of the Ballinger-Pinchot investi­ 
gating committee. 
Senator Borah of 
Idaho addressed the senate in su p p ort 
of the resolu tion p rop osing an amend­ 
m ent to the constitu tion p roviding for 
the election of senators by p op u lar 
vote. 
Senator Beveridge of Indiana raised 
a qu estion as to the delay of the gov­ 
ernm ent p rinting office in tu rning ou t 
the rep ort of the investigation into 
conditions of women and children la­ 
bor in factories and mines. 
The re­ 
p ort was of an investigation condu cted 
by the commissioner of labor u nder 
the au thority of a resolu tion of con­ 
gress. 
Senator Beveridge 
declared 
that eight months had elap sed since 
the senate had au thorized the p rinting 
of the rep ort, and only one volu me 
had been issu ed by the p rinting of­ 
fice. 
Senator Smoot, chairman of the 
p rinting committee, rep lied that there 
wou ld be abou t twenty volu mes of the 
rep ort and the delay has been du e to 
the p roofreaders in the bu reau of la­ 
bor, and not to dilatory methods of the 
government p rinters. 
Eco no mies in the Po sto ffice. 
Rep resentatives Small of North Car- 
volina and Sau nders of Virginia, Demo­ 
crats, and Steenerson of Minnesota, 
Rep u blican, made a vigorou s attack 
in. the hou se on the economy p olicy of 
Postm aster General Hitchcock. 
They 
declared in su bstance that while the 
books of the dep artm ent wou ld show 
th at Hitchcock throu gh variou s econo­ 
mies had cu t down the p ostal deficit 
ap p roximately $11,000,000, this reform 
had been carried ou t at the exp ense 
of 
efficiency. 
The 
rep resentatives 
named were p articu larly incensed over 
the action of the p ostm aster general 
in failing to extend the ru ral free de­ 
livery service as directed by congress. 
Mr. Small said that a su rp lu s of 
$1,700,000 had been accu mu lated by 
the p ostm aster general by his failu re 
to establish ru ral rou tes that were 
needed in many cou ntry commu nities. 
Mr. Steenerson charged that action on 
1,100 p etitions for ru ral service had 
been held u p in order th at the p ost­ 
m aster general might be able to show 
that he had redu ced the deficit. 
“We want no economies in the p os­ 
tal service that will in any way imp air 
its efficiency,” said Mr. Steenerson. 
Ho bso n Wants Canal Fo rts. 
Rep resentative Hobson of Alabama 
delivered a sp eech insisting th at it is 
the du ty of congress to make an ap p ro­ 
p riation to fortify the Panama canal. 
Hobson scoffed at the su ggestion made 
in a sp eech by Mr. Keifer of Ohio ear­ 
lier in the day, that the canal cou ld be 
p rotected by a treaty negotiated with 
the p owers of the world declaring the 
canal strip to be neu tral territory. 
Mr. Hobson declared that p ast exp eri­ 
ence had dem onstrated that there was 
no su ch thing as neu tral territory in 
tim e of war. He p ointed ou t that the 
great stru ggle between Ru ssia and 
Jap an was fou ght on the soil of Man­ 
chu ria, which was su p p osed to be neu ­ 
tral territory. 
The United States, among other na­ 
tions, he said, had gu aranteed the in­ 
tegrity of Korea. 
Jap an tobk Korea. 
A rep resentative of that cou ntry came 
to W ashington to p rotest and was re­ 
fu sed an interview by the p resident. 
Mr. Hobson told the hou se th at in time 
of war a strong nation wou ld not hesi­ 
tate to enforce its will on neu tral ter­ 
ritory, and he insisted th at it was the 
du ty of congress to fortify a p rop erty 
in which the government had exp end­ 
ed hu ndreds of millions of dollars. 
Mr. Keifer sp oke for an hou r in su p ­ 
p ort of his contention that the p rop ­ 
erty interests of the government at 
Panam a wou ld be safegu arded by a 
treaty declaring the strip ot be neu tral 
territory. 
He earnestly op p osed for­ 
tification, declaring that it wou ld be 
an extravagance in face of the cer- 
tanty that neu tralization wou ld ac­ 
comp lish all that was claimed for forti­ 
fication.

en, North Carolina; Cordell Hu ll, Ten­

G. Brantley, Georgia. 
Rep resentative Cox of Indiana of­ 
fered a resolu tion that nearly p recip i­ 
tated a riot, and on second thou ght he 
seems to have been lu cky to have es­ 
cap ed with his life. 
His resolu tion 
p rovided for the discontinu ance of all 
u seless jobs abou t the cap itol. 
“There are no u seless jobs in the 
hou se,” shou ted a member from the 
sou th, and cries of rage greeted the 
reading of the resolu tion.

Vo te Buy ing Scandal in Danv ille, lll.y 
Taking a New Slant. 
Danville, 111., Jan. 20.—The Vermil­ 
lion cou nty grand ju ry will likely make 
its initial p lu nge into the realm of 
wholesale traffic in votes by calling 
six of the wealthiest bankers in Dan­ 
ville,. inclu ding E. X. Leseu re, p resi­ 
dent of the Danville National bank, 
and a son-in-law of Sp eaker Cannon. 
W hen it became known that grand 
ju ry su bp oenaes for the bankers had 
been issu ed or wou ld be shortly, ex­ 
citem ent over the vote selling scandal 
had a still higher temp er. Politicians 
who are said to have handled large 
su m s for variou s candidates iHere as­ 
su red that Immu nity baths cou ld likely 
be arranged, and th at the only su ffer­ 
ers wou ld be the voters who sold ou t. 


Vo te Do wn Co mmissio n Rule. 
Champ aign, 111., Jan. 20.-—The city 
o f Champ aign rejected the commis­ 
sion form of government p rop osition 
by a m ajority of twenty-one votes. The 
vote was 1,116 to 1,005. 
Threats to 
p rosecu te the University of Illinois 
stu dents for illegal voting contribu ted 
toward cu tting down the vote.

Reco mmendatio ns Fo r Appro priatio ns 
Tctal 
So mething Ov er $6,500,000, 
Which 
Is Nearly $3 ,000,000 Less 
Than Appro priatio ns Made in 19 09 
and $2,000,000 Less Than the Vari­ 
o us State Institutio ns Asked Fo r. 


Indianap olis, Jan. 20.—Recommend­ 
ing ap p rop riations totaling $6,59 0,345.- 
22, the visiting committee of the gen­ 
eral assembly has laid before the sen­ 
ate and the hou se its rep ort on the 
financial needs of the state dep art­ 
ments and institu tions for the two 
years beginning Oct. 1 1911. 
This is 
less than the ap p rop riations made in 
19 09 by $2,9 17,330.9 8 , and less than the 
amou nt asked for by all the dep art­ 
ments and institu tions by $2,065,270.8 0, 
exclu sive of sp ecific ap p rop riations 
recommended for Indiana u niversity, 
Pu rdu e u niversity and the state nor­ 
mal sehool, in lieu of increased tax 
levies which were asked for by all 
these institu tions. 
The rep ort was 
filed nearly seven weeks ahead of the 
u su al time for filing su ch rep orts. 
In its rep ort the committee calls at­ 
tention to the increased cost of p rovi­ 
sions, as rep orted by the su p erinten­ 
dents and boards of tru stees of the 
variou s institu tions, and says that it 
has been difficu lt to arrive at su itable 
recommendations 
for 
this 
reason. 
This has led to recommendations of 
an increase for institu tion m ainten­ 
ance of nearly one million dollars. 
State Officials’ Needs. 
The total asked by all the elective 
state officials and su bordinate dep art­ 
ments, inclu ding the adju tant general 
o f the state militia, was $1,442,8 51.70. 
The committee recommended $1,250,- 
231.70, a redu ction of $19 2,620. Boards, 
commissions, societies, etc., asked for 
a total of $463,8 00, while the commit­ 
tee recommended $442,8 00, a redu ction 
of $21,000. 
The state schools and colleges, in­ 
clu ding the school for the blind and 
the school for the deaf, asked for a 
total 
m aintenance ap p rop riation, of 
$266,000, with an increase of the tax 
levy for Indiana u niversity and Pu rdu e 
u niversity of from 1 cent on the $100 
of taxable p rop erty in the ctate to lVfc 
cents for each institu tion, and from 
three-fou rths of a cent to 1 cent for 
the state normal school. 
The com­ 
m ittee recommended a total m ainten­ 
ance ap p rop riation for these institu ­ 
tions of $439 ,9 50, inclu ding an increase 
of $178 ,750 for the m aintenance of the 
u niversities 
and 
the 
state 
normal 
school, while it advised aaginst in­ 
creasing the tax levy. The difference 
between the total maintenance asked 
for the school for the blind and that 
for the deaf and the amou nt recom­ 
mended by the committee was $4,8 00. 
The sp ecific ap p rop riations asked by 
all these schools amou nted to $673.- 
120.32, bu t the committee recommend­ 
ed only $18 8 ,050.32, a redu ction of 
$48 5,070. 
Needs of Other Institutio ns. 
The benevolent, correctional 
and 
p enal institu tions asked for a total 
maintenance ap p rop riation of $3,944,- 
19 8 .20, exclu sive of additional p er cap ­ 
ita maintenance over and above given 
p op u lations, bu t the coibmittee rec­ 
ommended $3,8 50,115.20, with addition­ 
al p er cap ita, a redu ction of $9 4,08 3. 
The sp ecific ap p rop riations asked by 
these institu tions amou nted to $1,8 65,- 
645.8 0, bu t the recommendations by 
the committee were for only $419 ,19 8 . 
a difference of $1,446,447.8 0. 
The total maintenance ap p rop ria­ 
tions made for this class of institu ­ 
tions In 1909 was $2,738 ,223.50, or $1,- 
111,8 9 1.70 less than the amou nt rec- 
j omniended for the coming two years. 
! However, the ap p rop riation for the 
j sou theastern hosp ital for insane at 
j that time amou nted to only $8 ,501.64, 
du e to the fractional p art of the ap p ro­ 
p riation p eriod du ring which it was 
op en. The recommended maintenance 
ap p rop riation for the institu tion by the 
p resent legislatu re is $120,000, or an 
advance of $111,49 8 .36. 
The tu bercu ­ 
losis hosp ital at Rockville is a new 
institu tion, coming in for maintenance 
at this time, and the committee has 
recommended $54,537 for that p u rp ose. 
The senate p assed five bills yester­ 
day. 
One of these p rovides for the 
p rotection of hotels against “dead­ 
beats” ; another gives cou nty au ditors 
the right to cast deciding vote in case 
of a tie in the election of cou nty jsu - 
p erintendents. There was bu t one op ­ 
p osing vote in the p assing of the bill 
against p olice “third degree” methods. 
The bill p roviding for the filing of the 
bonds of bank and corp oration officials 
with the au ditor instead of the secre­ 
tary of state was u nanimou sly p assed, 
as also was the bill p roviding for the 
p rotection 
of fu r-bearing animals. 
The bill for the p ayment of the state 
fair p avilion bonds was referred to the 
finance committee with instru ctions to 
rep ort back withou t delay. 
In the hou se the favorable rep ort of 
the committee of the whole on an ad­ 
m inistration m easu re p roviding for a 
state debt sinking fu nd levy of 1% 
cents for 1912 and 19 13 was adop ted 
after vigorou s op p osition by the mi­ 
nority members. 
Speaker Veneman cleared hie desk 
ef bills repo rted fro m co mmittees and 
handed them do wn fo r seco nd reading.
